they'd ever catch me. I didn't 
count on those finger prints be- 
cause I didn't know about them." 
The finger prints were taken in 


1922 
when Mrs. McCann encoun- 


tered difficulty with the immigra- 
tion bureau in entering the Unit- 
ed States from Canada. 


McCann said that he slew his 
wife early on the morning of last 
September 1, after quarreling with 
her over her fondness for liquor. 
When he struck her she attempted 
to fight back, he said so he chok- 
ed her and smothered her with a 
pTllow. 
Twelve hours later, Hick- 


man and his wife, arrived at the 
McCann home for a visit. 
"Laurier?" McCann was quoted 
as saying. "Too bad you missed 
her. She just went to Chicago to 
the World's Fair."

ahead with attempts to prevent 
idenification of the body, he said, 
by cutting it to pieces with a knife.

Garner and Postmaster Gen- 
eral

brought flowers today to 
the Alamo, Texas' shrine of 
liberty where Travis, Bowie,. 
Crockett and a handful of 
patriots perished nearly 100 years 
ago. 


The national dignitaries, winging 
their 
way to Uvalde, Garner's 
home town, where 
a 
reception 
awaited them later today, found 
San Antonionlans out almost en 
masse to salute 
the 
democratic 
leaders. 


Not only did the civilian popu- 
lace come out, but the army pre- 
sented arms as the party drovfc 
through Fort Sam Houston where 
2,500 men are stationed. It is the 
largest army post in the United 
States. 
Just before the ground 
troops paid honors to Garner and 
Farley, the big planes carrying 
them landed at Randolph Field, the 
West Point of the air, where those 
in the aviation branch paid their 
respects. 


Again the 
nineteen gun vice 
presidential and cabinet officer sa- 
Jute boomed, as it has so many 
times since Garner and Farley 
started their good will round of 
the nation's 
banner 
democratic 
state, on last. Wednesday. 
Tomorrow they will go to other 
sacred historical, ground, to Hous- 
ton, near where, shortly after the 
Alamo fell, General Sam Houston 
and his army routed General San- 
ta Ana, at the head of the Mexi- 
can army, and obtainsd independ- 
ence. 


Garner and Farley, escorted by 
Mayor C. K. Quin, members of the 
city and county governments and 
other dignitaries, made straight for 
the Alamo after the army branches 
had their ceremonies. 
There, in the midst of a great 
throng they placed wreaths and 
bouquets of brilliant flowers at 
the entrance to the old 
church 
which was baptized with the blood 
of the heroic band that defended 
it .vainlessly—to the last man— 
against an overpowering army.

SUPREME COURT TO 
DECIDE ON MERITS 


OF RECOVERY ACT 


CHALLENGINGTEATURES OF 
TEST CASE TO BE STUDIED 


BY HIGHEST COURT 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—(/P)— 
The supreme court today announc- 
ed It would decide on Its merits 
the first case to reach it chal- 
lenging features of Industrial re- 
covery legislation. It accepted an 
appeal by Leo Nebbia challenging 
the validity of the New York milk 
control act, and advanced the case 
for hearing on December 4. 


Leo Nebbia, in the city court at 
Rochester, attacked the New York 
milk control law, under which the 
minimum price on milk was fixed 
at 9 cents a quart. He sold milk 
at less than that price. The 'law 
was sustained by the trial court, 
and Nebbia was fined. 
He appealed to the Monroe coun- 
ty court, where his conviction was 
confirmed. Then he took the case 
to the New York court of appeals 
and his conviction was again af- 
firmed. From there he appealed to 
the United States supreme court. 
The questions sought to be rais- 


ed by Nebbia are similar to those 
Involved in cases now pending in 
the District of Columbia court of 
appeals attacking the validity of 
the agricultural 
adjustment act, 


under which the price of milk has 
been fixed by the secretary of ag- 
riculture in several milk sheds. 
The cas«a now 
pending 
were 


brought by milk dealers In Illi- 
nois. The trial court here sus- 
tained the validity of the action 
of the secretary of agriculture. 


These cases assert the action In 


fixing the price of milk higher 
than that at which dealers want 
to sell it deprived them of con- 
stitutional rights.

Regarding th|s he said: 
"I am in thorough sympathy 


for the purposes and plans for 
an* aggressive, militant organiza- 
tion to stop foreclosures, and to 
employ the strike If necessary to 
raise the price for farm pro- 
ducts. 


"Our 
farm leaders knojv that 
we cannot pay debts and cannot 
have permanent prosperity until 
the entire country is prosperous. 
We realize that this Is Impossible 
without what Is called inflation. 
We must have high prices to re- 
lieve the terrible distress."

Turkey raisers 
In 
Kavarro 


county are urged to begin their 
intensive feeding of birds f*' 
ThanltEgving marketing 
immedi- 


ately by County Agent C. 
C. 
Morris, who pointed out that less 
than a month remains to prepare 
for the holiday market. 
Because 
of 
continued 
dry 


weather, very little is to be found 
on the range, the agent said, and 
recommended that the birds be 
kept from ranging aa far as usu- 
al since they would walk off con- 
siderable weight in this manner. 


Mr. Morris suggested that tho 
turkeys be fed a mash rather 
than a whole 
grain, 
and also 


warned against the extensive use 
of oats, stating that pat.g were 
good growing 
food but 
added 


weight very slowly. 
As a formula for the mash, the 


county agent suggested that in 
100 pounds of mash, there should 
by 80 pounds of ground grains 
and grain sorghums, 
10 pounds 


of wheat bran, three pounds of 
bone meal. 
If there Is a suffi- 


ciency of skim milk, as much as 
three gallons for 100 birds, this 
will complete tho mash, but If 
there is a deficiency of milk, then 
five pounds of meat scrap and 
five pounds of cottonseed meal 
should be added, 
It is recommended that 
the 
mash be dampened and fed in 
the morning, and that a whole 
grain ration be bed at night, com- 
prised of about one part of oats 
to three of corn and sorghum*.
